The M6 passing St Helens is 
officially one of the most dan¬ 
gerous stretches of motor¬ 
way in the country with more 
than 450 accidents recorded 
in the past three years. 
Figures released through 
Freedom of Information laws 
revealed that the Highways 
Agency has received reports 
of 451 accidents between 
junctions 23 (Haydock) and 
27 (Standish) between 2011 
and 2013. 

The figures also reveal that 
in a matter of a few miles this 
has resulted in 92 injuries and 
fatalities with 153 resulting in 
lane closures. 

The news has brought 
about concerns from road 
safety groups. 

Dave Nichols, spokesman 
for Brake, the road safety char¬ 
ity, said: “These figures clear¬ 
ly show there have been a lot 
of largely avoidable crashes 


along a relatively short sec¬ 
tion of busy motorway - often 
resulting in needless deaths 
and injuries. 

“Statistically, motorways 
are among our safest high¬ 
ways, with lower crash rates 
per mile travelled than other 
roads. However, when crashes 
do occur, often related to bad 
weather, queues, or debris on 
the road, the consequences 
are likely to be catastrophic 
due to the high speed of traf¬ 
fic. We urge all drivers to drive 


well within the speed limit 
and expect the unexpected 
so to protect themselves and 
other road users.” 

One fatality occurred when 
a 32-year-old man who was 
fleeing from police was killed 
in November 2013. 

Lancashire Police said the 
driver died after he left his 
vehicle on the southbound 
carriageway and hurdled the 
central barrier.

A St Helens couple is taking 
legal action after their dream 
wedding on a Greek island 
was ruined by sev ere illness 
and an unhygienic hotel. 

Christopher and Debra Cun¬ 
liffe travelled to the four-star 
Lindos Princess resort on the 
island of Rhodes to tie the 
knot in May but the trip end¬ 
ed in disaster after the bride, 
groom and guests suffered 
nausea, stomach cramps and 
diarrhoea. 

The couple were also un¬ 
happy at the poor hygiene 
standards at the luxury re¬ 
sort, which had food served 
uncooked or lukewarm in a 
restaurant with cats roaming 
around, a filthy swimming 
pool and dirty public toilets. 

The 20-strong wedding 
party was also unable to cel¬ 
ebrate the birthday of Debra 
and Christopher’s four-year- 
old daughter Megan during 


their trip due to illness. 

The couple are now suing 
the Princess Lindos resort, 
which they booked through 
Thomas Cook, with travel law¬ 
yers Irwin Mitchell represent¬ 
ing a large group of unhappy 
holidaymakers. 

Hospital housekeeper 
Debra, 31, said: “We really 
couldn’t wait to see all our 
family and friends in Rhodes 
to celebrate our special day. 


“All four of our immediate 
family, including our children 
Jessica and Megan, fell very ill 
which completely ruined the 
entire day and the rest of our 
holiday. 

“To make matters worse 
our guests spent a lot of time 
in their hotel rooms as they 
began to suffer from similar 
symptoms and missed out on 
the celebrations. The day af¬ 
ter the wedding was Megan’s 


birthday but we could not cel¬ 
ebrate this in the normal way 
we would have liked. 

“The holiday was also our 
honeymoon which was ru¬ 
ined because ofhowunwellwe 
were feeling. We were very dis¬ 
appointed with the conditions 
at the resort and the hygiene 
standards were in my opinion 
very poor.” 

Jennifer Downing from Ir¬ 
win Mitchell said: “For Debra 
and Christopher their holiday 
was supposed to be the best 
days of their lives as they got 
married but they were unable 
to enjoy their special occasion 
with their loved ones.” 

A Thomas Cook spokes¬ 
man said: “Our resort team of¬ 
fered guests at the time their 
support and our customer 
services team liaised close¬ 
ly with the Cunliffe party on 
their return with a view to re¬ 
solving their concerns. 

“While our investigation 
into the illness continues, we 
are unable to provide further 
comment so as not to unduly 
influence any potential legal 
proceedings.”

A BRAVE youngster who had 
to have his leg amputated in 
his ongoing battle with bone 
cancer is the face of a new 
campaign. 

Harrison Ledsham was diag¬ 
nosed with an osteosarcoma 
tumour above his left knee 
just weeks after doctors had 
put the discomfort he was ex¬ 
periencing down to growing 
pains. 

Now the courageous 
n-year-old is the new face of 
the Bone Cancer Research 
Trust’s (BCRT) new aware- 
ness- raising 

campaign

The national charity also 
say just one in four were di¬ 
agnosed after going to A&E, 
meaning emergency patients 
were more likely to need an 
amputation, and had a poor¬ 



er prognosis, than those who 
were referred via their doctor. 

In conjunction with the 
Royal College of GPs, the trust 
has launched a GP training 
course to give doctors new in¬ 
formation to help them spot 
the symptoms and re¬ 
fer patients like Har¬ 
rison sooner. 

BCRT chief ex¬ 
ecutive Julie Har¬

growing pains, sporting inju¬ 
ries or other common condi¬ 
tions. 

“We realise doctors may 
only see one or two cases in 
their career, which is why we 
want to support them in early 
diagnosis and help patients 
start treatment as soon as 
possible.” 

Harrison, of Liverpool 
Road, Haydock, was diagnosed 
several weeks after seeing his 
GP when he went to hospital 
for an X-ray and a second opin¬ 


ion was sought from ex¬ 
perts in Birmingham. 

After receiving the 
results of a biopsy, he 
was called in to Alder 
Hey to start an inten¬ 
sive course of chemo¬ 
therapy the very next 
day. 

Harrison, who is al¬ 
so taking part in a fit¬ 
ness-themed calendar 
launched by model and 
bone cancer survivor 
Elesha Turner, had sur¬ 
geons in tears recently 
when he thanked them 
for all their efforts as he 
finally received his pros¬ 
thetic leg. Tragically, his 
little sister, Abigail, lost 
her brave battle with de¬ 
generative Sandhoff’s Dis¬ 
ease in October 2008, just days 
before her second birthday. 

Mum Karen added: “We’ve 
not been the luckiest fam¬ 
ily. I know it sounds awful 
but we almost wish this had 
happened to someone else 
instead. He’s a tough lad and 
we’ve told him he needs to 
have a positive attitude to 
tackle this head-on. We’ve got 
a battle on our hands again 
but he will beat it - he has to 
beat it.”

A St Helens man found dead 
in the basement of a school 
has been described as “a true 
gentleman”. 

The body of Andrew Gibson, 
the site manager at Blue Coat 
School in Liverpool, was found 
in a basement room - away 
from pupils - shortly after 
midday last Wednesday (Oc¬ 
tober 8). 

The 54-year-old was dis¬ 
covered by police after a mem¬ 
ber of school staff reported 
their concerns for the safety 
of a colleague. 

The basement room and 
surrounding area were cor¬ 
doned off to allow a police 
investigation into the Mr Gib¬ 
son’s death to be carried out. 

Police initially described 
his death as “unexplained” 
but have since determined 
that there were no suspicious 
circumstances. 

A file has been prepared for 
the coroner. 

Mr Gibson’s family were 
supported by police and 
neighbourhood officers li¬ 
aised with the Church Road 
school and local authority to 


ensure that pupils, parents 
and staff were given appropri¬ 
ate information and support. 

Mr Gibson’s family have 
paid an emotional tribute. 

His wife, Rebecca Gibson, 
said: “Andrew was a true gen¬ 
tleman, a family man. He was 
a father of two wonderful 


sons and a devoted husband. 
He loved his family and was a 
keen cyclist. He will be greatly 
missed. 

“At this time his family 
need time to come to terms 
with the tragic loss of Andrew 
and are very grateful for all the 
best wishes received.”

Saints back 
anti-suicide 
campaign

Saints are backing a campaign 
aimed at putting a stop to sui¬ 
cide rates among local men. 

Figures show that St Helens 
has the third highest suicide 
figure in the region. 

While the overall number 
of deaths from suicide is re¬ 
garded as low, with 19 in 2013 
compared to 23 the year be¬ 
fore, it is among 30 to 49-year- 
old men where the issue is 
most worrying. 

Saints chiefs have publicly 
announced their support for 
CALM - the Campaign Against 
Living Miserably - and its Man 
Down campaign. 

Man Down is aimed at en¬ 
couraging men to get support 
when they are having a tough 
time, to speak up about their 
problems and to look out for 


their mates. 

Saints skipper Paul 
Wellens said: “Being silent 
isn’t being strong. Rugby 
league is a tough sport but 
we’re also working hard to 
stay mentally fit and that in¬ 
cludes getting help and talk¬ 
ing, so you can perform at your 
peak. Trying to cope with eve¬ 
rything on your own doesn’t 
work. 

“I want local lads to know 
that CALM is there for you 
whenyou need it. If, as a sports 
club, we can encourage men 
to talk about their problems 
then we’ve achieved some¬ 
thing special.” 

Simon Howes, of CALM, 
added: “There is still a mas¬ 
sive cultural barrier prevent¬ 
ing men from seeking help as 
they are expected tojust ‘man 
up’ and get on with it, or risk 
being branded weak and less 
masculine. The Man Down 
campaign aims to turn this 
misconception on its head.”

A St Helens lorry driver has 
gone on trial accused of caus¬ 
ing a horror hen party crash 
which killed a 18-year-old and 
injured 20 other women. 

Trainee nurse Bethany Jones 
was in a group of 21 women on 
their way to Liverpool from 
South Elmsall, West Yorks, 
when the minibus they were 
travelling in collided with a 
DAF articulated goods vehicle. 

The driver of the lorry, 
Kevin Ollerhead, 44, is ac¬ 
cused of causing her death af¬ 
ter he hit the vehicle at 52mph, 
propelling it 45m down the 
M62. 

A second man, minibus 
driver James Johnson, 62, 
from Bradford, West Yorks, 
has already pleaded guilty to 
the same charge. 

Ajury was told on Monday 
that the minibus was either 
stationary or travelling at no 
more than 5mph at the time of

the collision, due to a problem 
with the vehicle’s clutch which 
was “blackened and charred”. 

But Brian Cox QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court Oller¬ 
head “took no significant 
avoiding action by braking or 
speeding” to avoid the colli¬ 
sion, and “if he had braked at 
all he did so at the last second”. 

Mr Cox QC said: “The de¬ 
fendant simply failed to act. 
The collision was avoidable 
had he observed and reacted 
to the coach.” 


The court heard that the 
24-seat Mercedes minibus be¬ 
gan showing signs of mechani¬ 
cal error just minutes into the 
hen partyjourney on April 26 
last year. 

Mr Cox said it was then that 
Ollerhead, from St Helens, ap¬ 
proached the rear of the min¬ 
ibus vehicle, driving a large 
articulated truck. Ollerhead 
denies death by dangerous 
driving. Johnson will be sen¬ 
tenced following Ollerhead’s 
trial.

St Helens’ proud mining her¬ 
itage came to an abrupt end 
when the mighty twin wind¬ 
ing towers at Parkside Col¬ 
liery were wiped off the face 
of the earth. 

The former colliery’s me¬ 
chanical engineer, Mike 
Hibbert, pressed the but¬ 
ton which ended an era and 


demolished two of Newton’s 
most prominent landmarks. 
Tears were shed by a crowd 
of more than 100 onlookers 
- including former pitmen - 
who turned out to witness the 
final tragic chapter in the his¬ 
tory of Parkside. 

The colliery closed in 1992 
with the loss of 730 jobs. 


The family of Eccleston entre¬ 
preneur Ken Gaskell vowed 
to continue his haulage busi¬ 
ness following his tragic 
death. 

Mr Gaskell, 44, of K Gaskell 
and Sons Ltd, died after sus¬ 
taining serious injuries in a 
road accident on the Rainford 
Bypass. 


With fighting spirit his son 
Andrew, 18, said: “We’re go¬ 
ing to try our best to keep the 
business going. Dad built it 
up over the years and would 
have wanted us to carry it on.” 
Andrew’s pledge was support¬ 
ed by his mother, Vivian, 43, 
brother Peter, 12, and other 
family members. 


A 31-year-old man suffered 
serious injury over the week¬ 
end when he was shot in the 
arm and shoulder while out 
on a shooting trip near Bill- 
inge Lump. 

Brian Bimms, of Oakley Ave¬ 
nue, Billinge, was accidentally 
shot with a single barrel shot¬ 
gun which was being carried 


by one of his friends. 

A hospital spokesperson con¬ 
firmed that the casualty was 
progressing slowly but was 
responding to treatment. 

A police spokesman said of¬ 
ficers had deemed that there 
were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances surrounding the 
incident.

Discovery 
at safari 
park 


An ultra rare moth has been 
discovered living at Knows- 
ley Safari following the park’s 
first ever BioBlitz wildlife sur¬ 
vey. 

Although the park is most 
famous for its collection of ex¬ 
otic animals, staff at Knowsley 
Safari were surprised to learn 
that there are also plenty of in¬ 
teresting native species living 
in the area too. 

Over a 16-hour period, the 
BioBlitz team - which includ¬ 
ed local widlife enthusiasts - 
counted 138 different species 
in woodland areas and around 
Mizzy Lake, including birds, 
insects, plants, bats, fish and 
fungi. 

However, the prize discov¬ 
ery of the day was the Clouded 
Cosmet moth, which has only 
been recorded twice before 
in Lancashire. Other rarities 
found included a Kingfisher, 
a species of Caddisfly and an 
Ichneumon wasp. 

The volunteers took part in 
bird spotting, fungi forays, leaf 
litter sieving, pond dips and 
more under the guidance of 
Knowsley experts to discover 
the different species. 

The final number record¬ 
ed is expected to rise from the 
current 138 too, as species too 
small to be identified by the 
naked eye have been sent to 
the Museum of Liverpool for 
identification. 

Heather Young, of Knows¬ 
ley Safari, said: “We’re very 
proud of how successful our 
BioBlitz has been and hope¬ 
fully it will be bigger next year, 
with even more species found. 

“It’s fun, educational and 
helps with the conservation 
of local species. Finding a rare 
species such as the Cloud¬ 
ed Cosmet moth on our first 
event shows the importance 
for this to happen regularly 
too. 

“Knowsley Safari and the 
surrounding area are rich in 
biodiversity and a haven for 
native wildlife. This nature is 
on our very own doorstep and 
needs to be protected.” 

In addition to the BioBlitz 
event, Knowsley Safari has 
been actively surveying native 
species like mammals, bats, 
amphibians and reptiles and 
submitting the results to the 
Merseyside BioBank, the lo¬ 
cal biological records centre. 

This is the first time a sur¬ 
vey of this size has been at¬ 
tempted.

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Sport’s history is full of rogues

ports stars behav¬ 
ing badly have been 
in the news aplenty 
lately. 

Ben Flower’s vile 
assault on Lance Hohaia has 
rightly dominated much dis¬ 
cussion post-Grand Final but 
there’s been plenty of others 
in recent weeks happy to heap 
shame on their sport. 

Think of former England 
cricketer Kevin Pieterson 


taking a post-sacking swipe 
at his erstwhile international 
teammates, accusing a clique 
of bolwers of bullying fielders 
into apologising for dropped 
catches. 

Or footballer Wayne Roon¬ 
ey, England and Manchester 
United’s captain, who has a 
clause in his contract stipulat¬ 
ing he will always be the high¬ 
est paid player at Old Trafford. 

Leaving aside that apolo¬ 


gising for mistakes on the 
field of play is surelyjust good 
manners and that dictating 
that one player is always the 
best rewarded for his or her 
efforts - regardless of how 
they are performing - seems 
to go against the very grain of 
sport’s meritocratic culture, 
it’s important to remember 
this behaviour isn’t a modern 
day malaise. 

Sporting history is littered 
with rogues. 

Right from the get-go, the 
Corinthian spirit which Pierre 
de Coubertin, the founder of 
the modern Olympic move¬ 
ment, espoused has been 
routinely ignored by some of 
those held up as icons of their 
sport. 

WC Grace was the most 
beloved cricketer in Victorian 
England and one of the most 


outstand players of all-time. 
But he was also a batsman 
who didn’t so much bend the 
rules as snapped them in half 
and remodelling them as he 
saw fit. 

Many of the first cyclists to 
compete in the Tour de France 
(where cheating remains rife 
to this day) were caught travel¬ 
ling part of the route in cars. 

This is all before we even 
get to Argentina cheat and 
drugs fiend exemplar, Diego 
Maradona, or Manchester 
United winger George Best, 
who famously spent his for¬ 
tune on “booze and birds, the 
rest I squandered”. 

As for violence on the rug¬ 
by field, that’s been going on 
ever since William Webb Ellis 
founded the game by picking 
up the football instead of kick¬ 
ing it during a school game.

across St Helens. 

Working with elderly peo¬ 
ple is a key part of our service 
and we will continue to deliver 
high quality Home Fire Safety 
Checks to the over 65s.” 

Deputy chief fire officer 
Phil Garrigan said: “More than 
70 staff from different depart¬ 
ments were out in force on UK 
Older People’s Day, highlight¬ 
ing our dedication to keep¬ 
ing older people safe in their 
homes. 

“Elderly people can be par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable to fire, es¬ 
pecially in the winter if unsafe 
heating methods are used. 

“If the action can help pre¬ 
vent a fire fatality, it will have 
been a very worthwhile cam¬ 
paign.”

Call to root 
outcause 
of Flower's 
final punch 

Eamonn McManus has 
urged Wigan chairman 
Ian Lenagan to “look be¬ 
yond mere effect and more 
at cause” when he decides 
what action to take against 
Ben Flower. 

The prop was banned 
from rugby until April 15 
next year after his sicken¬ 
ing attack on Lance Hohaia 
during Saturday’s Grand 
Final. 

Wigan have faced criti¬ 
cism over recent seasons, 
not least from Saints’ de- 
parting coach Nathan 
Brown, for their ultra-ag¬ 
gressive brand of rugby. 

A recent TV documen¬ 
tary chronicling Wigan’s 
failed World Club Chal¬ 
lenge bid captured coach 
Shaun Wane telling his 
players during a pre-match 
pep talk: “Knock people 
out. I can’t give you any 
more of a free rein than 
that. Create ******* may¬ 
hem. Be reckless. Because 
that’s what’s going to get us 
a ******* win next week.” 

Responding to Flower’s 
lengthy ban, Saints chair¬ 
man McManus said: “Ian 
Lenagan is a strong chair¬ 
man of a great club and I 
know that he will look be¬ 
yond mere effect and more 
at cause. 

“If anything is identi¬ 
fied and needs to be dealt 
with then he will. St Helens 
stand firmly at the side of 
Wigan at this time.” 

McManus also insist¬ 
ed police action was inap¬ 
propriate but said Flower 
should offered support 
during his ban. 

He said: “Whilst serv¬ 
ing his ban it is critical that 
Ben is now provided all due 
personal and professional 
support. His rehabilitation 
is now paramount. 

“During the period of 
his ban he will be no more 
than a 25-year-old boy who 
will be extremely vulner¬ 
able emotionally. We must 
assist him in any way that 
we can.”

Lance Hohaia says he has ac¬ 
cepted Ben Flower’s apology 
for the sickening assault by 
the Wigan prop which ended 
his Grand Final. 

Speaking in the aftermath 
of Saturday’s powderkeg Old 
Trafford clash, Hohaia also 
indicated that he would not 
support a criminal charges 
against Flower. 

The 31-year-old clashed 
with Flower off the ball after 
the Wigan player knocked on 
and ended up being knocked 
to the ground and then, sick- 
eningly, punched again while 
prone on the pitch. 

Despite the brutality 
shown by his opponent, Ho¬ 


haia said he accepted Flower’s 
apology. 

“I would have liked to play 
a bigger part in the game but 
sometimes these things hap¬ 
pen in our sport,” said Hohaia. 

“I can’t remember being 
punched but I remember the 
second half and being part of 
the celebrations. 

“I was a bit foggy for a 
while. I think I was knocked 
out. I would have liked to 
go back on but the medical 
staff have got to do their job 
and there’s more important 
things to worry about than 
sport sometimes. 

“I don’t feel cheated, just 
disappointed I didn’t get to 
play a bigger part - but I’ve 
still got the ring to show for 
it, which I’m happy about. 

“I’m not a malicious per¬ 
son. Sometimes people do 


silly things in the heat of the 
moment that they regret.” 

Hohaia, who has accepted 
a one match ban for his part in 
the confrontation which pre¬ 
ceded Flower’s attack, has had 
to postpone a family holiday 
in Europe while he recovers 
from his injuries. 

Police, meanwhile, have 
spoken to the Kiwi ace and 
Saints officials over the attack 
and a decision on whether to 
proceed with criminal charg¬ 
es against Flower is expected 
over the coming days. 

In a statement on Wigan’s 
website, Flower, 26, said he 
was “devastated” at what he 
had done. 

He said: “I firstly offer my 
apologies to Lance. I have full 
respect for him and have nev¬ 
er gone onto a rugby field to 
injure a fellow player. 


“I’d also like 
to say sorry to 
my teammates, 
our fans and 
the Wigan club. 

I know I’ve let 
them down 
like never be¬ 
fore and ac¬ 
cept I’ll have 
to live with 
this for the rest of my career.” 

Flower was charged by the 
RFL with a Grade F offence of 
violent and aggressive punch¬ 
ing/punching an off-guard 
opponent. 

He went before the RFL’s 
disciplinary panel last night 
where he was handed a long 
ban keeping him from all 
forms of rugby until April 15 
next year. 

The ban is one of longest in 
rugby league history.

athan Brown’s part¬ 
ing words as he end¬ 
ed his shorter than 
expected reign at 
Langtree Park amid 
the euphoria of Saints’ Grand 
Final glory were as honest as 
the day is long. 

“Myjob is done here,” de¬ 
clared the club’s 41-year-old 
Australian coach 

“If I stayed around next 
year it would have been for the 
money and while that’s good, 
it’s not the right thing to do to 
because St Helens are a cham¬ 
pion club. 

“We have missed our family 
in Australia and that’s the sea¬ 
son why we are going home,” 
said Brown, who moved to 
Saints two seasons ago 

after holding a similar post 
at Huddersfield Giants be¬ 
tween 2009-2012. 

But he heads Down Under 


on the crest of a wave after 
helping Saints lift the League 
Leaders’ Shield and the Old 
Trafford Grand Final and leav¬ 
ing behind a relatively young 
side which can only get better 
playing for a club with what he 
describes as a ‘winning men¬ 
tality’. 

Brown said: “We have suf¬ 
fered a great deal of adversity 
through injuries to key play¬ 
ers, such as Luke Walsh, Jon- 
ny Lomax and Jon Wilkin, this 
season but the winning cul¬ 
ture of the club has carried us 
through. 

“It has been there for 16 
years with Paul Wellens, 
James Roby and Jon Wilkin 
learning from the likes of Kei- 
ron Cunningham and Paul 
Sculthorpe on the journey 
and that’s why we haver won 
tonight. 

“I, too, have learned a great 
deal from by experience. Nev¬ 
er have I seen a culture like it 
and I’d be surprised if it exists 
at any other club.” 

Wigan will argue that the 


early dismissal of prop Ben 
Flower for punching Saints’ 
halfback Lance Hohaia to the 
ground and striking him 

again as he lay prostrate on 
the turf was the defining mo¬ 
ment of a tough and uncom¬ 
prising derby. 

But while it re¬ 
duced the War¬ 
riors to 12 men, 
it also ended Ho- 
haia’s involve¬ 
ment and left 
Saints without a 
recognised half 
back on the park 
and hardly any 
other player 
renowned 
for magi¬ 
cal handling 
skills. 

“Coming in¬ 
to the game the 
two players you 
wouldn’t want to 
be hurt were Robes 
or Lance. 

“But the injury forced 
us to move Wello into the 


halves, switch Tom Makin- 
son to full back and have prop 
Louie McCarthy-Scarsbrook 
at right centre.. 

“Ifyou’d also said that Mark 
Flanagan would also play the 
Grand Final at 7, Wellens at 
five-eighth and Louie at cen¬ 
tre people would have broken 
into laughter. 

“Even against 12 men, 
I knew the game would be 
scrappy and ugly and we 
wouldn’t win by many points 
and that’s how it turned out.” 

Of Flower’s red card, 
Brown said: ‘’Referee 
PhilBentham 
had no other 
choice, even 
though it was 
so early in 
the match. 

“I’ve 
spent 25 
years in the 
sport as a 
player and 
coach and in 
as big a game 
as this I have 


never seen anything like it. 

“Ben got the punishment 
he deserved and will now be 
thinking he cost his club the 
chance of retaining their 
crown but from our point of 
view we are just happy Lance 
didn’t suffer any other seri¬ 
ous damage apart from con¬ 
cussion. 

“He’s a tough little bugger 
and wanted to come back on 
to the field but we didn’t think 
that would be wise.” 

Asked how he could defend 
the punch, Wigan boss Shaun 
Wane responded: “You can’t. 
It’s a rush of blood. 

“It’s a Wigan-Saints der¬ 
by and everybody is getting 
whacked off the ball and he 
made an error. 

“He’s be really upset with 
what he’s done to his team¬ 
mates, but that’sjust the char¬ 
acter and why we love Ben 
Flower so much. 

“The RFL will deal with the 
punishment accordingly, and 
whatever he gets, I’ll stand by 
him.”

You could be forgiven for 
thinking that Saints skipper 
Paul Wellens had seen it all in 
rugby league. 

But even he admitted he was 
taken aback by the breath¬ 
less intensity of Saturday’s 
Super League Grand Final 
with Wigan. 


The 34-year-old also told 
of the moment he “stepped 
in” to wrestle Wigan prop 
Ben Flower to the ground 
following the shameful as¬ 
sault on Lance Hohaia.

which is disappointing.” 

Wellens, who was part of 
the Saints side beaten in five 
consecutive Grand Finals, 
admitted the last fewyears 
had been “a rollercoast¬ 
er ride”. 

And, for that rea¬ 
son, he told his team¬ 
mates to make the 
most of the post-match 
celebrations as they don’t 
know when they might ex¬ 
perience it again. 

Wellens does, how¬ 
ever, think the

breakthrough season could 
be a springboard to further 
Saints success. 

He said: “It’s great for 
our supporters. The play¬ 
ing group changes as the 
years go by but the one thing 
that’s constant is our fantas¬ 
tic supporters. 

“This could be the cata¬ 
lyst for us to win more tro¬ 
phies - especially with such 
a strong group of younger 
players. 

“We’ve got a title to de¬ 
fend in 2015 now and the 
World Club Challenge 
against Souths - there’s lots 
to look forward to. 

“It’s a mouthwatering 
challenge for whoever the 
new coach is - our young 
players will only get better 


and the players we have been 
missing will come back in.” 

Wellens, who is now set 
to form part of the England 
coaching staff for the up¬ 
coming Four Nations cam¬ 
paign, is yet to sing a new 
Saints contract but hopes 
to play on for one more year. 

He added: “I’m planning 
to play on. I’ve already spo¬ 
ken to Eamonn McManus 
and Mike Rush but there’s 
no contract signed at the 
moment.”

i. the crossing of the A580 East Lancashire Road on 
the eastern side of the M6 Junction 23 Haydock 
Island (including the foot/cycleway from the crossing 
point of the A49 Lodge Lane on the north-eastern 
side of the M6 Junction 23 Haydock Island; 

ii. the crossing of the A580 East Lancashire Road 
on the western side of the M6 Junction 23 
Haydock Island; 

iii. the crossing of the A49 Lodge Lane on the 
south-western side of the M6 Junction 23 
Haydock Island; and 

iv. the crossing of the A49 Lodge Lane on the 
north-eastern side of the M6 Junction 23 
Haydock Island. 

Restriction (a) is expected to be in place during a period 
starting at 0000 hours on Monday 24 November 2014 
and ending at 2359 hours on Tuesday 31 March 2015. 
However, work may start and continue beyond these 
dates until completed. 

Prohibitions (c)(i-iv) are expected to be in place overnight 
between 2000 hours and 0500 hours (continuing to 0700 
hours on Saturday and Sunday mornings) during a period 
starting on Monday 24 November 2014 and ending on 
Tuesday 31 March 2015. However, work may start and 
continue between the same times on subsequent nights, 
or continue until completed. 

Prohibitions (b)(i-viii) and (c) (ii), (v), (vi), (vii) and (viii) are 
expected to be in place overnight between 2100 hours 
and 0500 hours (continuing to 0700 hours on Saturday 
and Sunday mornings) during a period starting on 
Monday 24 November 2014 and ending on Tuesday 
31 March 2015. However, work may start and continue 
between the same times on subsequent nights, 
or continue until completed. 


Prohibitions (b)(i) and (ii) are expected to be in place to 
be in place over three weekends starting at 2000 hours 
on Fridays and ending at 0500 hours on Mondays during 
a period starting on Friday 28 November 2014 and 
ending on Monday 22 December 2014. However, works 
may start and continue between the same times on 
subsequent weekends, or continue until completed. 
Prohibitions (d)(i-iv) are expected to be in place, as 
required, during a period starting at 0000 hours on 
Monday 24 November 2014 and ending at 2359 hours on 
Tuesday 31 March 2015. However, work may start and 
continue beyond these dates until completed. 

Traffic wishing to exit the M6 northbound carriageway at 
Junction 23 will be diverted via the northbound carriageway 
to Junction 25, to exit and re-join the M6 on the southbound 
carriageway and continue back to Junction 23. 

Traffic wishing to access the M6 northbound carriageway 
at Junction 23 will be directed to join the southbound 
carriageway and continue to Junction 22, exit and re-join the 
M6 on the northbound carriageway to return to Junction 23. 
Traffic wishing to exit the M6 southbound carriageway at 
Junction 23 will be diverted via the southbound carriageway 
to Junction 22, to exit and re-join the M6 on the northbound 
carriageway and continue back to Junction 23. 

Traffic wishing to access the M6 southbound carriageway 
at Junction 23 will be directed to join the northbound 
carriageway and continue to Junction 25, exit and re-join the 
M6 on the southbound carriageway to return to Junction 23. 
During the closure described at (b)(i) above traffic wishing 
to continue along the westbound carriageway of the A580 
within M6 Junction 23 will instead be directed to join the 
link road to the westbound circulatory carriageway of 
Junction 23 (for A49 and M6) and continue around the 
gyratory to re-access the A580 westbound. 

During the closure described at (b)(ii) above traffic wishing 
to continue along the eastbound carriageway of the A580 
within M6 Junction 23 will instead be directed to join the 
link road to the eastbound circulatory carriageway of 
Junction 23 (for A49 and M6) and continue around the 
gyratory to re-access the A580 eastbound. 

During the closure described at (c)(v) above traffic wishing 
to join the M6 southbound or the southern section of the 
circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 from A580 westbound 
will instead be directed to continue along A580 westbound, 
Piele Road southbound and then north-eastbound (under 
the A580) to re-join the A580 on the eastbound carriageway 
to access the circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 and 
either join the M6 or the A49. 

During the closure described at (c)(vi) above traffic wishing 
to join the M6 southbound or the southern section of the 
circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 from A580 eastbound 
will instead be directed to continue along A580 eastbound, 
u-turn at the roundabout junction with A573, A580 westbound 
to access the circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 and 
either join the M6 or the A49. 

When the northbound entry slip road is also closed, traffic 
will be directed to follow the above route and join the M6 
southbound to Junction 22, exit and re-join the M6 on the 
northbound carriageway and continue back to Junction 23. 
During the closure of M6 Junction 23 circulatory 
carriageway, from its diverge point from the M6 northbound 
entry slip road to its merge point with the M6 southbound 
exit slip road (including the A580 eastbound link road to 
the circulatory carriageway), traffic on the A580 eastbound 
wishing to access the circulatory carriageway to join 
the M6 or A49 at Junction 23 will instead be directed to 
continue along A580 eastbound, u-turn at the roundabout 
junction with A573, to continue along A580 westbound 
back to Junction 23 and join either the M6 northbound or 
southbound or the A49 southbound as required. Traffic 
wishing to join the A49 northbound will be directed to 
follow the above diversion to A49 southbound and continue 
as follows: A49 southbound, A572 westbound, B5209 
northbound and A599 eastbound to A49. 

Traffic on the circulatory carriageway wishing to join 
the M6 southbound will be diverted to join the M6 
northbound and continue to Junction 25, exit and re-join 
on the southbound carriageway via the roundabout 
junction with A49 to continue back to Junction 23. 

Traffic on the circulatory carriageway wishing to join the A49 
northbound will be directed to join the A580 westbound 
to exit onto Piele Road and continue along Piele Road 
southbound and A599 eastbound to the A49. Traffic wishing 
to join the A580 eastbound will be diverted to follow the 
same diversion to join the A49 southbound and continue 
back to Junction 23. 

During the closure of M6 Junction 23 circulatory 
carriageway, from its diverge point from the M6 southbound 
entry slip road to its merge point with the M6 northbound 
exit slip road (including the A580 westbound link road to 
the circulatory carriageway), traffic on the A580 westbound 
wishing to access the circulatory carriageway to join the M6 
or A49 at Junction 23 will instead be directed to continue 
along A580 westbound, Piele Road southbound, A599 
eastbound, B5209 southbound, A572 eastbound to join the 
A49 and, if required, continue on the A49 northbound to 
access the circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 and either 
join the M6 or the A49 northbound. 

Traffic on the circulatory carriageway wishing to join 
the M6 northbound will be diverted to join the M6 
southbound and continue to Junction 22, exit and re-join 
on the northbound carriageway (via the roundabout 
junction with A49) to continue back to Junction 23. 

Traffic on the circulatory carriageway wishing to join the 
A49 southbound and A580 westbound will be directed 
to join the A580 eastbound to u-turn at its roundabout 
with A573, continue back along A580 westbound 
through Junction 23. Traffic wishing to continue onto A49 
southbound will be directed to exit onto Piele Road and 
continue along Piele Road southbound, A599 eastbound, 
B5209 southbound and A572 eastbound to the A49. 


During the closure of M6 Junction 23 circulatory 
carriageway, from its diverge point from the link road to 
the A580 eastbound mainline carriageway to the point 
where it meets the A580 eastbound through carriageway, 
traffic wishing to join the A580 westbound carriageway, 
A49 southbound or M6 southbound from the northern 
section of the circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 will 
instead be directed to continue along A580 eastbound, 
u-turn at the roundabout junction with A573, return along 
A580 westbound back to Junction 23. 

During the closure of the Link road from the M6 Junction 
23 circulatory carriageway to the A580 westbound 
mainline carriageway, traffic wishing to join the A580 
westbound carriageway from the southern section of the 
circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 will instead be 
directed to continue around the circulatory carriageway 
and join the A580 eastbound, u-turn at the roundabout 
junction with A573, continue along A580 westbound to 
Junction 23. 

During the closure of the Link road from the M6 Junction 
23 circulatory carriageway to the A580 eastbound 
mainline carriageway, traffic wishing to join the A580 
eastbound carriageway from the northern section of the 
circulatory carriageway at Junction 23 will instead be 
directed to continue around the circulatory carriageway 
and join the A580 westbound, continue along A580 
westbound to exit onto Piele Road and continue along 
Piele Road southbound and then north-eastbound 
(under the A580) to re-join the A580 on the eastbound 
carriageway to continue back to Junction 23 and 
continue on the through carriageway eastbound. 

During the closure of M6 Junction 23 circulatory 
carriageway, from its diverge point from the link road to 
the A580 westbound mainline carriageway to its merge 
point with the link road from the A580 eastbound mainline

During the closure of M6 Junction 23 circulatory 
carriageway, from its diverge point from the link road to 
the A580 eastbound mainline carriageway to its merge 
point with the link road from the A580 westbound mainline 
carriageway, traffic on the circulatory carriageway will 
be directed to join the A580 eastbound, u-turn at the 
roundabout junction with A573 and return along A580 
westbound back to Junction 23. 

During the closure of M6 Junction 23 circulatory 
carriageway, from its diverge point from the link road to 
the A580 westbound mainline carriageway to the point 
where it meets the A580 westbound through carriageway, 
traffic on the circulatory carriageway will be directed 
to join the A580 westbound and continue along A580 
westbound to exit onto Piele Road, continue along Piele 
Road southbound and then north-eastbound (under the 
A580) to re-join the A580 on the eastbound carriageway to 
continue back to Junction 23 to join the M6 northbound or 
circulatory carriageway as required. 

Footwav/cvclewav Diversion Routes: 

During the closure of the crossing of the A580 East 
Lancashire Road on the eastern side of the M6 Junction 
23 Haydock Island (including the length of this from the 
crossing point of the A49 Lodge Lane on the north-eastern 
side of the M6 Junction 23 Haydock Island), pedestrians/ 
cyclists will be diverted around Haydock Island in the 
opposite direction (anti-clockwise for users approaching to 
cross south and clockwise for users approaching to cross 
north) as required.

Island in a clockwise direction. Pedestrians/cyclists 
approaching the crossing from the A580 circulatory 
carriageway to the east will be diverted around Haydock 
Island in an anti-clockwise direction. 

During the closure of the crossing of the A49 Lodge Lane 
on the north-eastern side of the M6 Junction 23 Haydock 
Island, pedestrians/cyclists approaching the crossing 
along the A580 circulatory carriageway from the west will 
be diverted around Haydock Island in an anti-clockwise 
direction. Pedestrians/cyclists approaching the crossing 
from the A49 Lodge Lane from the north and the A580 
from the east will be diverted around Haydock Island in a 
clockwise direction. 

The restrictions will not apply to emergency services or 
special forces vehicles, and the prohibitions will not apply 
to emergency services, works or winter maintenance 
vehicles or traffic officer vehicles. The prohibitions and 
restrictions will only apply during such times and to such 
extent as will be indicated by traffic signs. The Order 
comes into force on 23 November 2014 and has a 
maximum duration of eighteen months.

Aston’s new dream machine 


YOU don’t have to be selfish to 
drive an Aston Martin. 

The beautiful Rapide S allows 
you to take three friends with 
you in four-door coupe style. 

For 2014 Aston has 
tweaked the looks and the 
mechanicals to make this a 
200mph dream machine. 

As with most Aston Mar¬ 
tins there is much about the 
Rapide S that is reassuringly 
familiar. 

The DB9-based exterior is 
as beautiful as ever, but is dis¬ 
tinct from that car on account 
of the bullish nose as well as 


the extra pair of doors. 

Of greater significance is 
the adoption of a new eight- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion which not only promises 
smoother shifts and the extra 
ratios but also a higher top 
speed; the Rapide S can now 
bust the 200mph barrier for 
the first time. 

The suspension has also 
been tweaked to improve the 
ride and handling and there 
are some new trim options 
too. 

The Rapide S has the kind 
of looks that grab your atten¬ 


tion whether you want it to or 
not; it has curves, grace and a 
swagger to it that is hard not 
to love, even if you’re not the 
fortunate person behind the 
wheel. 

The changes to the 2014 
version only go as far as some 
new colour options - notably 
Diavalo Red which was previ¬ 
ously only available on the lim¬ 
ited edition Zagato - and new 
10-spoke alloy wheels.

I have been reporting on

Sadly, the answer is a re¬ 
sounding no. 

It will take a great deal of PR 
work to get the game back on 
trackjudging by the damaging 
TV coverage and banner head¬ 
lines across the sports pages 
of national newspapers - sev¬ 
eral of whom included a video 
recording of the incident for 
people to watch. 

The unwanted publicity 
also overshadowed the mag¬ 
nitude of Saints’ victory after 


five successive losses in the fi¬ 
nal between 2007 and 2011 and 
achieved at the end of a season 
when injuries they suffered to 
key players would have deci¬ 
mated many other clubs. 

However, my message to 
Saints and their loyal fans is 
to forget they were only facing 
12 men for 78 minutes against 
Wigan through no fault of 
their own. 

Just savour the result while 
you can but at the same time 
remember that this could be 
the start of a new trophy-win¬ 
ning era in the club’s long and 
successful history. 

Roll on next season, start¬ 
ing with the mouth-watering 
World Club Challenge.
